HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Dtbaits  on  Mr.  Grundy's  Resolution  for 
establishing  Circuit  Courts,  continued 
from  our  last. 

Wednefilay,  November  18. 

Mr.  HOWARD  obferved  that  he  felt 
extreme  lblicitude  on  the  decifion  of  the 
queftion,  a  folicitude  which  arofe  not  from 
any  intereft,  which  he  had  in  it  as  a  pro- 
feffional  man  but  merely  from  that  which 
he  had  in  common  with  all  his  fellow  ci- 
tisens,in  the  eftablilhment  of  an  able  and 
an  independent  judiciary. 

The  man  who  could  feel  indifferent  as 
to  the  determination  of  this  queftion  muft 
be  extremely  regardlefs  of  confequences, 
when  he  recoiled*  that  with  the  purity 
and  foundnefs  of  our  judiciary  fyftem  i* 
linked  the  prefervation  of  his  life,  his 
property  and  reputation. 

It  hail  been  faid  that  the  change  would 
be  beneficial  to  young  lawyers.  Being 
himfelf  of  that  defcription,  he  would  of 
courfe  be  ferved  by  it ;  but  far  was  he 
from  withing  to  fee  a  meafure  adopted, 
which  would  be  attended  with  general 
effects  fo  very  detrimental.  He  readily 
admitted  that  the  prefent  conliitu- 
tion  of  the  diftrict  courts  was  defective. 
But  the  imperfections  which  exifted,  fim- 
plv  required  amendment, Ik  "were  far  from 
rendering  neceffary  a  radical  change  of 
the  fyftem.  The  only  argument  of 
weight  which  lie  had  heard  in  favour  of 
ftfch  a  change,  was  the  inconvenience  of 
the  attendance  of  witnelTes  at  diftrict 
courts  ;  but  much  of  the  force  of  this  ar- 
gument was  obviated  bv  the  confidersti- 
on,  that  in  chancery  fuits  the  attendance 
of  witnelTes  was  unneffury,  that  the  par* 
ty  had  onlv  to  take  depositions  and  trans- 
mit them  to  the  court,  and  could  even 
without  his  own  perfonal  prelence  have 
his  bufinefs  done,  and  obtain  complete 
juftice. 

Great  and  well  founded  complaints  had 
echoed  through  the  Hate  of  the  multipli- 
city of  our  counties.  Even  the  advo- 
cates for  the  new  judiciary  fyltem  had 
united  in  the  common  regret  at  this  evil. 
But  whence  arofe  the  "inconvenience  at- 
tending the  multiplication  of  counties  ? 
certainly  the  creation  of  offices,  where 
there  were  not  men  to  fill  them  properly,^ 
the  creation  of  local  expenditures,  where 
revenue  was  notraifed  to  difcharge  them. 
And  vet  flu  11  we  increafe  thefe  evils, 
when"  they  are  already  lb  fenlibly  felt  ? 
fhall  we  give  to  thefe  counties  new  ad- 
vantages which  they  never  contemplated 
■when  thev  became  counties  ?  lhall  we  re- 
quire from  among  them  officers  of  a  ftill 
higher  grade,  and  incur  charges  ftill  more 
burthenfome,  by  extending  to  them  an 
expenfive  fyltem  of  judiciary  r  he  lamen- 
ted that  there  was  a  refinement  and  fub- 
tilty  in  fome  of  the  arguments  of  the 
gentleman  who  fpoke  lalt,  which  render- 
ed it  difficult  for  nun  to  underltand  them. 
There  w  i?  one  n -gument,  indeed,  which 
he  e.ifily  underftood,  and,  he  thought,  as 
eafily  fav  the  fallacy  of, — it  was  that  as 
ail  the  people  contributed  equally  to  the 
fuppoi  t  of  the  general  expi-nces  of  go- 
vernment, thjy  fliould  all  upon  the  broad 
principles  of  equalicy,  enjoy  the  famclo- 
cal  advantages.  But  frewn  wher.ee  did 
the  gentleman  obtain  the  premifes  on 
•which  the  conchilion  was  founded  ?  fure- 
ly.it  was  not  from  any  public  record  that 
he  learnt  that  the  feveral  counties  con- 
tributed equally  towards  the  public  ex- 
penditures. It  he  would  take  che  trou- 
ble of  examining  the  books  of  the  auditor 
and  trcafurer  ;  he  would  find  that  fome 
counties  contributed  nothing  : — lie  would 
fvid  that  the  county  of  Gallatin  had  paid 
into  the  treafury  23  cents,  and  that  the 
whole  revenue  from  the  county  of  Breck- 
enridge  amounted  to  but  48  dollars, whilft 
the  claims  on  the  ftate  were  58.  To 
thefe  were  to  be  added  the  expences  of 
thier  quarter  feffion  courts.  Whothen  was 
it  that  paid  the  expences  of  thefe  courts? 
Was  it  the  county  of  Breckenridge  ? 
>!>  ;  it  wis  tuC  tne  rlc-''  ant^  popu- 
lous counties.  What  then  became  of  j 
that  great  principle  of  equality  on  which  j 
fo  rri-ich  w:t<t  hotlomc-d.  The  principle  j 
of  equality  i*  g00*  Ic  is  l^eWife  po- 
pnlar,  and  on  that  account  Is  brought  for- 
ward. But  it  d  'es  not  apply.  It  is  pof- 
fibfo  to  extend  a  principi.-,  however  good, 
fo  far  as  to  produce  bad  effects  :  there  IS 
a  falutary  point  in  r.ai  .ig  tpon  the  princi-  1 
pie  of  equality,  which  I  hop?  we  (lull  no  | 


go  beyond.  The  principle  of  equality, 
cannot  require,  that  there  fliall  be  the 
fame  public  expenditu  res  on  the  counties 
that  pay  nothing,  as  on  thofe  that  pay  all 
into  the  treafury. 

But  it  was  urged  that  the  prefent  fyftem 
was  oppreffive.  How  happened  it  then, 
that  the  people  had  made  no  complaints 
of  the  oppreffion, — that  no  petition  had 
called  the  attention  of  the  legiflature  to 
their  grievances  andfolicited  a  redrefs  of 
them  ? 

There  was,  he  thought,  in  the  whole  of 
the  reafoning  upon  this  fubjett  one  great 
radical  miftake.  The  rights  of  man,  and 
that  political  equality  which  ii  founded  on 
thefe  rights. — are,  in  the  courfe  of  argu- 
ment transferred  to  counties.  Hence 
certain  diftricis  of  country,  becaufe  they 
happen  to  be  called  by  the  fame  name  are 
all  fuppofed  to  be  poffeffed  of  the  Hi  me 
rights.  They  are  all  counties,  and  as 
counties,  it  is  faid  claim  the  fame  public 
attention,  the  fame  local  inftltutions,  the 
fame  national  expenditures  :  and  all  this 
without  any  regard  to  population,— with- 
out any  regard  to  the  original  elements 
out  of  which  the  rights  of  counties  are 
compounded:  for  furely  if  the  rig.  •  s  of 
any  individual  man  be  equal  to  thofe  of 
his  fellow  men  :  the  aggregate  rights  of 
any  body  of  men  will  bear  the  fame  pro- 
portion to  thofe  of  any  other  body  of  men, 
as  the  number  of  individuals  in  the  one 
body  bears  to  the  number  of  individuals 
in  the  other.  It  is  abfurd  then  to  fpeak  of 
counties  and  what  they  are  entitled  to, 
without  paying  any  regard  to  their  popu- 
lation. In  fact  the  people  of  Kentucky 
have  no  fuch  ideas.  It  is  not  they  who 
complain  of  their  not  having  equal  rights. 
The  complaints  which  are  made  about 
the  dilirict  courts,  flow  from  the  inhabi- 
tants of  your  little  towns.  A  circuit 
court,  they  think  would  convert  them  in- 
togreat  towns,  and  their  tipling  houfes 
ana  bake  fhops  would  rile  in  importance. 
In  reply  to  the  objectonis  which  had  been 
made  to  the  circuit  courts  on  the  ground 
of  incompetency, — it  had  been  faid  that 
parties  injured  by  their  decilions,  had  the 
right  01"  appeal.  But  furely  it  was  a  ve- 
ry poor  confolation  to  a  man,  that  after 
he  iiad  incurred  the  trouble  and  expences 
of  carrying  a  fuit  completely  through  a 
court  of  j  uitice,  to  tell  aim  that  he  could 
obtain  redrefs  by  an  appeal.  Would  it 
not  be  better, — would  it  not  be  attended 
with  lei's  colt  to  the  public  and  lefs  vexa- 
tion to  the  individual,  that,  the  courts 
fhould  be  lb  conltituted  that  a  man  might 
indulge  the  expectation,  of  obtaining  at 
once  a  deciiion  conformable  to  the  princi- 
ples of  law,  and  to  the  juitice  of  the  cafe  ? 

Under  the  propol'ed  plan,  the  judges 
mult  be  multiplied,  and  young  lawyers  of 
courfe  mult  be  called  to  the  bench  : — for 
the  compenfation  which  could  be  af- 
forded would  be  no  inducement,  to  gen- 
tlemen engaged  in  a  lucrative  andexten- 
five  practice.  But  though  a  young  law- 
yer himfelf  ;  he  would  fay  that  they 
Were  of  all  men  the  molt  unfit  to  aflbine 
the  charactor  of  a  judge.  More  frequent- 
ly in  purfuit  of  Lgal  fubtleties,  than  of 
lolid  juitice  :— -there  was  great  realbn  to 
fear  that  found  principles  would  feldom 
he  the  .criterion  of  their  decilions.  As 
alfociates  with  thefe  young  lawyers, it  had 
been  propol'ed  that  we  (hould  have  piain 
men  of  good  underftanding,  of  a  iunilar 
defcription  with  thofe  who  now  prettd.1:  in 
our  quarter  felfion  courts, — men  who  laft 
year  were  reprefented  by  the  advocates 
of  the  new  fyltem  as  totally  difqualified 
for  the  offices  they  filled. — but  now  by 
fome  metamorpholis,  had  become  the  lu- 
minaries of  their  country. 

Mr.  Howard  then  made  fome  obferva- 
tions  on  the  article  of  expence,  and  con- 
cluded with  recommending  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  committee  the  example  of  the 
Virginia  legiflature,  who  on  a  queltion 
fomewhat  limiiar,  had  carefully  avoided 
any  precipitate  change  in  their  judiciary, 
and  taken  the  utmolt  pains  before  they 
acted,  called  to  their  aid  the  bell  ability 
of  their  country. 

Mr.  BRIDGES  obferved  that  the  re- 
folution  now  before  the  committee  con- 
temolated  a  radical  change  in  that  de- 
partment of  government,  which  of  all 
others  ought  to  be  molt  fecure  and  free 
from  error,  and  that  as  the  happinefs  of 
the  whole  community  depended  on  it? 
perfection,  it  ought  to  be  a  fubject  of  the 
moft  cool  and  difpafiionate  deliberation. 
The  reafons  urged  on  Thurfday  laft  by 
the  gentleman  from  Washington  (Mr. 
Grundy)  why  a  change  ourjit  to  take 


place,  appeared  to  deviue  t  hem  felves  into 
two  pans:  firft,  the  prefelit  fyftem,  he 
fays,  is  unequal  fince  the  people  from  the 
remote  parts  of  the  ftate,  have  to  attend 
at  Bairdftovv-n  and  Danville,  to  have  their 
bufinefs  done,  when  the  poeple  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  thefe  places,  have  the 
bufinefs  done  in  their  own  counties.  To 
obviate  this  objection,  mr.  Bridges,  cb- 
fervad,  It  would  be  neceffary  to  enquire 
what  was  the  reafon  which  had  induced 
the  legiflature  to  pafs  the  law  organising 
diftritt  courts,  and  why  they  were  not 
extended  fouth  of  Green  river.  At  the 
time  thofe  court9  were  organized,  there 
was  a  variety  of  land  difputes  in  this  coun- 
try, which  were  confined  to  the  northen 
fide  of  Green  1  iVer  where,  at  that  time, 
the  difputed  claims  lav.  But  fince  the 
fettlement  of  the  vacant  lands  on  the  | 
fouth  of  Green  river,  under  a  late  aft  of 
affeinbly,  difputes  had  arifen  among  the 
fettlers,  and  it  had  become  neceffary  to 
extehd  thofe  courts  to  the  counties  fouth  ' 
ofGreen  river.  They  might,  he  thought,  I 
be  advaritageoufly  extended,  by  fixing  one 
at  Greentown,  and  another  in  fome  other 
part  of  that  country  :  and  fuch  an  ar- 
rangement, he  conceived,  would  fully  ob-, 
viate  the  objection  of  their  being  une- 
quallv  diftributed. 

But,  fays  the  gentlcrhan  from  Wafhing-  i 
ton,  why  fhould  I  be  compelled  to  attend  j 
out  of  my  own  county  with  my  witneffes 
to  defend  my  claim  in  a  diftrict  court  ?  I 
agree  faid  (Mr.  Bridges)  that  abufes  have  j 
teen  made  to  the  dilirict  court  law,  and 
that  in  confequjnee  of  thofe  abufes,  al- 
mdft  every  fuit  may  now  be  brought  in  j 
that  court,  contrary  to  the  intention  of 
the  legiflature  who  paffed  the  law  for  its 
inftitution.  An  amendment,  however,  of 
the  diftrict  court  law  will  cure  that  evil. 
Let  the  dilirict  courts  be  confined  to  the 
trial  of  criminal  cafes, — to  fuits  in  chan- 
cery, and  to  caufes  which  involve  the  ti- 
tles to  land.  Let  all  caufes  which  re- 
quire the  attendance  of  a  jury  be  confin- 
ed to  the  courts  of  quarter  fcflion.  Then 
the  parties  and  the  witneffes  need  not 
attend  the  court,  as  the  depofition  may 
be  taken  and  fent  to  the  diftrict  court : 
and  the  witnefs  who  is  to  afcertain  a 
fact  in  a  fuit  in  chancery,  is  as  apt  to  be 
found  out  of  the  county  as  in  it, — and 
more  fo  when  I  confider  the  difperfed  fi- 
tuation  of  the  witneffes,  who  are  to 
prove  the  calls  of  the  entries,  &c. 

But,  (fays  the  fame  gentleman)  this 
will  not  cure  the  evil,  as  the  parties  muft 
attend  for  orders  of  furveys, — commiffi- 
ons  to  take  depofitions,  8*c. 

In  reply  to  this  objection  mr.  Bridges 
obferved,  that  the  attorney  could  always 
obtain  the  order  of  fi'rvey,  without  the 
prefence  of  the  party,  and  that  as  to  de- 
pofitions a  late  act  of  affembly  had  ren- 
dered no  dedimus  neceffary. 

The  eftablifliment  of  circuit  courts,  he 
conceived,  wou!d  be  attended  with  a  verv 

ferious  evil  to  the  poorer  fuiten  The 

wealthy  would  transfer  their  claims  to 
fome  friend  in  another  Rate,  ar.d  under 
the  color  of  his  name,  would  bring  fuit  in 
the  federal  court,  where  they  might  have 
the  benefit  of  thofe  attorneys  who  are  con- 
verfant  In  the  land  law  and  who  would 
not  attend  the  circuit  court.  Another 
di Advantage  indeed  would  attend  thefe 
circuit  courts.  They  would  not  only  be 
deftitute  of  lawyers  of  fufficient  abilities 
but  judges  themfelves  could  not  be  pro- 
cured.— The  young  attormes  muft  be 
had  recourfe  to,  to  prefide  in  them,  and 
they  are  far  from  being  qualified  for  the  of- 
fice. If  there  be  one  learned  judge  &  two 
unlearned  ones  ;  nothing  better  will  be 
the  refult,  then  if  one  only  prefided. — 
Their  decifion  will  either  be  that  of  this 
one  learned  judge, — or  it  will  be  the  opi- 
nion of  the  two  who  have  no  knowledge 
of  the  law.  And  is  it  poffible  (faid  he) 
that  an  affociate  judge,  who  fcarcely 
knows  the  ufe  of  a  fcale  and  dividers,  can 
be  competent  to  decide  on  the  important 
land  caufes  ? 

He  then  entered  into  a  ftatement  of 
the  comparative  expenfes  of  th«  two  fyf- 
tems,  which  he  exhibited  in  the  follow- 
ing manner :

From  the  above  calculation  of  the  ex- 
pences of  the  prefent  fyftem,  there  might 
be  a  deduction  of  670  dollars,  the  allow- 
ance to  diftrict  fheriffs,  and  they  compel- 
led to  attend  the  diftrict  courts  for  the 
fees  ariling  from  fuits  tried  there  from 
other  counties, — and  then  the  balance  in 
favOr  of  the  prefent  fyftem  will  be  1962; 
dollars. 

He  did  not  take  into  confideration  the 
expenfes  of  the  trial  of  criminals,  becaufe 
by  the  act  of  affembly  the  convicted  is 
bound  to  pay  the  colt  of  his  profecuti- 
011,  and  becaufe  there  is  a  probabily  of 
there  being  as  many  criminals,  under  the 
propofed  plan  as  under  the  prefent. 

As  to  criminal  cafes,  a  change  at  pre- 
fent would  be  dangerous, — for  in  the 
frontier  counties,  there  are  no  jails  for 
the  confinement  of  criminals — It  would 
be  in  effect  turning  them  all  loofe.  A* 
to  guards,  if  there  are  circuit  courts, 
there  muft  be  43  guards  :  if  there  are  dif- 
trict courts,  there  will  be  but  6  or  7, — 
and  confequently,  guards  urider  the  pro- 
pofed fyftem,  will  coft  more  than  under 
the  prefent. 

Mr.  HENRY  apologized  for  faying 
any  thing  upon  a  fubject  after  fo  much 
had  fallen  from  other  gentlemen. 

It  was  a  fubject,  however,  which  ad- 
mitted of  being  placed  in  different  points 
of  light,  and  every  Way  of  viewing  it 
might  be  attended  with  advantage.  Be- 
fore any  radical  change  ought  to  be  made  ; 
he  conceived  that  the  defects  of  the  pre- 
fent fyftem  ought  to  be  fo  confpicious  to 
every  beholder,  that  there  fliould  be  a  ge- 
neral conviction  of  the  neceflity  of  it. 
The  queftioh  had  been  long  agitated,  but 
did  not  appear  to  have  gained  any  accefli- 
on  of  advocates- 

It  was  a  circumftance  ftriking  the 
mind  on  the  fitft  view  of  the  plan,  and 
which  ought  to  induce  the  utmolt  circum- 
fpedtion,  that  the  plan  was  a  new  one. 
No  fuch  one  exifted  in  any  part  of  the 
United  States,  but  in  the  diftrict  of  Maine. 
He  then  took  a  view  of  the  judiciary  efta- 
blifliment in  the  feveral  ftates:and  ob- 
ferved that  though  a  fuperior  court  i:i 
every  county  exifted  in  the  ftate  of  Rhode 
Ifland  ;  yet  that  there  were  in  that  ftate 
only  5  counties.  As  to  the  ftate  of  Penn- 
fylvania,  which  had  been  always  refer- 
red to  as  art  example  fanctioning  circuit 
courts  ;  it  was  to  be  remembered,  that 
there  were  in  that  ftate  only  27  counties 
with  a  population  of  602,365  ;  whilft  in 
our  own  ftate,  with  a  population  of  only 
220,955,  we  had  43  counties.  The  cir- 
cuit court  plan  of  Pennfylvania  was 
therefore  virtually  the  fame  as  the  diftrict 
plan  of  Kentucky. — Jn  Pennfylvania  the 
number  of  courts  on  the  circuit  fyftem, 
was  no  greater  than  the  convenience  of 
the  people  rendered  neceffary  : — but  in 
our  own  ftate,  the  multiplicity  of  courts 
would  be  fo  great  as  to  furntfh  an  unan- 
fwerable  argument,  againft  the  adoption 
of  the  circuit  fyftein. 

In  conference  of  the  fize  and  popula- 
tion of  the  counties  in  Pennfylvania  and 
fome  other  ftates,  there  were  generally 
two  or  three  courts  of  concurrent  jurif- 


fiiction.  Tliis  ho  regarded  a:  a  very  ad- 
vantageous c'ucuir.il.iiice,  as  where  parti- 
aliitywas  fulY>eeted,u  aflfonled  to  the  par- 
ties an  opportunity  of  removing  their 
caufo  from  one  court  to  another. 

Tl  idea  of  putting  all  the  diviftons  of 
thepublic  territory  upon  precifely  the  fame 
footing  bccaufc  they  happened  to  be  call- 
ed by  the  fane  names — lie  confidcred  as 
altogether  prepofterous,  as  would  be  ap- 
parent, lie  thought,  to  any  man  who  would 
make  a  comparative  efti-.nate  of  the  fup- 
port  which  government  derived  from  the 
counties  of  Floyd  and  Fayette. 

The  diftrict  pl:in  he  confidcred  as  af- 
fording great  convenience  to  the  pool- 
man  when  fuing  the  man  of  property. — 
The  poor  man  might  live  in  Scott,  the 
lie!)  man  in  Madifon  : — but  he  was  not 
obliged  to  go  all  the  way  to  Madifion  to 
obtain  ju  Vice,  as  he  would  he  on  the  cir 
cuit  court  plan,  but  whs  enable  to  meet 
him  on  middle  ground  in  Fayette. 

He  concluded  with  making  fome  obfer 
vations  on  the  high  expenceS  of  the  pro 
pofed  fyftem,  and  dil  ited  on  the  inconve 
niences,and  evils  which  would  refult  from 
a  fingle  judge  prcfiding  in  a  court. 


LAWS  OF  KENTUCKT. 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  tbe  Ail  entitled  "  An  all  for 
Settling  and  improving  tbe  Vacant  Lands 
of  this  Commonwealth." 

Whereas  the  acl  parted  at  the  I  a  ft  feffi- 
on  of  tne  General  Affembly,  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, for  fettling  and  improving  the 
vacant  lands  of  this  Commonwealth,  hath 
in  many  refpects  been  found  impolitic  and 
unjuft : 

Sect.  I.  Be  it  therefore  enacted by  the 
General  Affembly,  that  where  two  hun- 
dred acres  of  vacant  lands,  or  any  lefs 
quantity,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  may  have 
been  located  by  at  peribn  holding  and 
actually  refiding  upon  two  hundred 
acres  or  a  lefs  quantity,  obtained  under 
any  former  law  granting  lands  to  fettled 
South  of  Green  River,  he,  (lie  or  they, 
iliall  not  be  obliged  to  fettle  and  refide  up 
on  the  lands  fo  located  ;  but  Iliall  have 
the  fame  privileges  and  rights,  as  thofe 
who  locate,  fe  tle  and  relide  upon  four 
hundred  acres. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  further  er.acled,  that 
the  eighth  fection  of  the  above  recited  acl 
is  hereby  repealed,  except  fo  much  as  re- 
lates to  falt-licks  and  falt-fprings  ;  and 
two  years  from,  the  pafTage  of  this  law,  be 
allowed  all  perfons  who  have  or  may  ob- 
tain certificates  by  virtue  of  faid  acl,  to 
obtain  warrants  in  the  manner  therein 
directed,  on  their  paying  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  from  the  time  the  money  be- 
comes due  agreeable  to  faid  act.  , 

Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that 
perfons  w  ho  have  actually  obtained  certi- 
ficates for  lands,  under  the  authority  of 
any  law,  for  granting  lands  to  fettlcrs 
South  of  Green  River,  and  who  have  lo- 
cated tha  fame,  fhall  not  be  at  liberty  to 
relinquifh  the  fame,  and  locate  and  hold 
it  under  the  above  recited  act. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted, that 
as  foon  as  any  pcrfon  fhall  have  obtained 
his  warrant  as  aforefaid,  he  may  proceed 
immediately  thereafter  to  furvey  the 
land  fo  appropriated,  and  the  patent 
fliall  iffue,  .and  the  land  be  compleatly 
vefted  without  further  limitation. 

Sect.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,that 
no  claim  granted  under  any  lawpeffed  pri- 
or to  the  year  1800, for  granting  relief  to 
fettlcrs  South  of  Green  River,  where  the 
fame  is  furveyed,  and  a  platt  and  certifi- 
cate thereof  returned  to  the  Regifter's 
office,  fhall  be  affected  by  any  claim  ori- 
ginated under  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
for  fettling  and  improving  the  vacant 
lands  of  this  commonwealth,"  or  any  law 
that  may  be  hereafter  paffsd. 

And  all  perfons  who  have  obtained  or 
may  hereafter  obtain  a  certificate  for  a- 
ny  vacant  land  within  this  commonwealth 
fhall  enter  the  faid  land  with  the  com- 
miffioner  of  the  tax,  and  pay  taxes  there- 
on in  the  fame  manner  with  lands  held  by 
patent. 

And  for  receiving,  recording,  and  a 
copy  of  any  certificate  granted  to  any 
fettle r  on  vacant  lands  the  clerk  fliall  re- 
ceive 25  cents  and  no  more.  This  act 
fhall  commence  and  be  in  force  from  and  | 
after  the  paffage  thereof. 

AN  ACT 

Prelonging  tbe  time  for  removing  Cer- 
tificates, -which  through  mistake,  have  been 
heated  on  Military,  or  other  Prior  Claims. 

Whereas  it  is  reprefeiited  to  the  pre- 
fent  General  Affembly,  that  the  law  is  a- 
bout  to  expire  giving  further  time  to  re- 
move certificates,  which  through  miftake 
wer:  located  on  military  or  other  claims.

COSCJKESS   OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

House  <f  Representatives. 

December  7,  1801. 

This  being  the  conllitutional  day  for 
the  meeting  of  Congrcfs,  the  houfe  of 
reprefentatives  convened  in  their  new 
chamber  in  the  fouth  wing  of  the  capital. 

At  half  part  11  o'clock  the  members 
took  their  feats,  prefentSt  members. 

A  Quorum  being  prefent,  the  members 
proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  Speaker, 
Mr.  Giifwold  and  Mr.  Davis  tellers. 

When  the  ballots  being  taken  the  fol 
lowing  refult  was  declared. 

53  votes  for  Nathaniel  Macon, 
26  for  James  A.  Bayard, 

.2         for  Gen.  Samuel  Smith. 

Whereupon  Mr.  Maron  was  declared 
fpeaker,  and  conducted  to  the  chair. 

On  which  he  made  his  acknowledge- 
ments to  the  houfe  for  the  honor  confer- 
red on  him,  with  an  affurance  that  it 
would  be  his  endcavou'-  '.o  difcharge  the 
duties  of  the  chair  with  integrity  and 
fidelity. 

The  fpeaker  was  then  qualifed  to  fup- 
port  the  conftitution  of  the  United  States; 
after  which  he  qualified  the  members  to 
the  fame  effect. 

The  houfe  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  a  clerk.  The  ballots  being  counted, 
it  appeaaed  that, 

John  Beckly  had  57  votes 
.     Mr.  Ofwald  29 

On  which  Mr.  Beckley  appeared,  and 
took  the  oath  cf  office.' 

Mr.  Otis  delivered  a  meffage  from  the 
fenate  informing  the  houfe  that  the  fe- 
nate  had  made  a  quorum,  and  had  in  the 
abfence  of  the  vice-prefident  chofen 
Abraham  Baldwin,  prefident  pro  tempore, 
and  that  they  were  ready  to  proceed  to 
bufinefS.^ 

On  motion  of  Gen.  Smith  of  Maryland, 
the  houfe  refolved  that  a  meffage  be  lent 
by  ihe  clerk  to  the  fenate,  informing 
them  that  the  houfe  had  made  choice  of 
Nathaniel  Macon  as  fpeaker,  and  that 
they  were  ready  to  proceed  to  bufinefs. 

Mr.  Wheaton  was  chofen  ferjeant  at 
arms  by  an  almoft  unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  Claxton  was  unanimoufly  chofen 
door  keeper,  and  Mr.  Dun  affiftant  doer 
keeper. 

Mr.  Otis  delivered  a  meffage  from  the 
Senate,  informing  the  houfe  that  they  had 
appointed  a  committee,  to  unite  with  a 
committee  of  the  houfe,  to  wait  upon  the 
Prefident,  and  inform  him  that  the  two 
houfes  had  formed,  and  were  ready  to  re- 
ceive any  communications  from  him  ; 
and  that  on  their  part  they  had  chofen 
Mr.  Anderfon  and  Mr.  Jackfon. 

The  houfe  immediately  concurred,  and 
appointed  Mr.  S  Smith,  Mr.  Grifwold, 
and  Mr.  Davis. 

A  meffage  was  received  from  tbe  Se- 
nate/informing the  houfe  that  they  had  ap 
pointed  a  committee,  to  unite  with  a  com- 
mittee to  be  appointed  by  the  houfe,  to 
take  into  confideration  a  ftatement  made 
by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  of  the  books  & 
charts  belonging  to  Congrefs  in  his  hands. 

The  houfe  concurred,  and  a  committee 
of  three  members  v.  as  appointed. 

Refolved,  that  each  member  be  per- 
mitted to  receive  during  the  feffion,  at 
the  public  expence,  three  newfnapers. 

Refolved,  that  the  rules  of  the  laft 
houfe,  until  altered  by  this  houfe,  remain 
in  force. 

On  motion,  refolved,  that  a  committee 
of  five  members  be  appointed  to  prepare 
a  fet  of  (landing  rules  for  the  houfe. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  on 
the  Prefident,  reported  that  they  had  ex- 
ecuted the  duty  afflgned  them,  and  that 
the  Prefident  had  informed  them  that  he 
would  fubmit  his  communications  to  each 
houfe  to-morrow.

"By  another  letter,  dated  Algcfiras, 
21ft  September,  the  Spaniards  had  fur- 
ther captured  the  Molly  of  Philadelphia, 
which  they  condemned,  and  the  fliip 
Perfeverance,  capt.  Knox,  had  been  fent 
in  there,  though  her  deftination  was  Na- 
ples, with  ftrict  injunctions  not  to  touch 
at  Gibraltar." 

The  20th  September,  the  U.  S.  frigate 
George  Wafhington,  arrived  at  Gibral- 
tar from  Philadelphia. 

The  rumour  fpread  on  Saturday  of 
Spain  having  declared  War  agsinft  Ame- 
rica, is  without  foundation  ;  capt.
